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TITLE 470 DIVISION OF FAMILY AND CHILDREN
LSA Document #01-61

Under IC 12-8-3-4.4, LSA Document #01-61, printed at 24 IR 2576, was adopted by the Director of the Division of
Family and Children on June 8, 2001. The rule amends 470 IAC 3-10-2 to delete membership of a child in a minority
group as an eligibility criterion for a special needs child under the adoption assistance program and make eligible any
child who is two years of age or older or a member of a sibling group one of whom is two years of age or older. The
rule also readopts without amendment the other sections of 470 IAC 3-10 concerning the foster care and adoption
assistance program. The adopted rule is the same as the proposed rule published in the Indiana Register on May 1,2001,
at 24 IR 2576.
